The troubles of Hollis Gillett, a 
member of the well known pioneer 
family of that name, and his wife, Ag- 
nes, a sister of Dr John 
Kryder, 
the Cedar Creek township physician, 
are known to many. The {»afies were 
married fifteen years ago and have 
resided on a farm in St. Joe township. 
Owing to Glllett's dissipation and fol- 
lowing after females of bad character, 
and finally his abandonment, Mrs. 
Gillett a few weeks ago brought a suit 
for divorce, and obtained a restraining 
order to prevent her husband receiv- 
ing some $700 due him from his fath- 
er's estate. Since then there have 
been futile efforts to reconcile the 
parties by mutual friends, and finally 
Gillet himself took the mattar in hand 
with a deliberate view as it is alleged, 
to betray the fond, trusting woman, his 
wife, who, despite his nnworthinees, 
has not ceased to love the father of 
her babe. Several weeks ago it is 
charged that Gillett, who has been 
living apart from his wife pending the 
divorce proceedings, got a buggy and 
drove to his wife's house, arriving 
there about 1 o'clock in the morning. 
In the moonlight, underneath her 
window, a romantic meeting took 
place between husband and wife. 
Their misunderetandings were dis- 
cussed, mutual confessions ensued 
and f3ace was patched up and staled 
with a kiss. The next day Mrs. Gil- 
lett packed her effects, and with her 
child came to the city and met her 
husband. Contrary to the advice of 
her attorneys, the Messrs. Colerick, 
Mrs. 
Gillett 
dismissed 
the 
di- 
vorce 
and 
restraining 
proceed- 
ings and her 
husband 
obtained 
his money. 
Husband and wife then 
left for Michigan, and while there, 
Gillett, according to his wife's story, 
obtained from her upon some pretext 
ISO, every cent she possessed, and her 
own earnings. 
They then came to 
the city and Mrs. Gillett was sent to 
see her sister-in-law, Mrs. Spaulding, 
to bid her good-bye, preparatory to 
leaving for a new home in the west 
with her husband, as she supposed. 
Mrs. Gillett was given instructions 
when she last saw her husband, to 
meet him at a store in the city and 
thence they would go to the depot and 
take the train. Meantime Gillett, it 
is alleged, proceeded to the side of a 
prostitute, who bas been living at 
Ijew Clark's and is known as "Hat- 
tie," and made hasty preparation for 
flight. 


Last night Mrs. Gillet, in a state of 
excitement bordering on 
insanity, 
came to the police station, enquired 
for Captain Diehl and related to the 
sympathizing officer her sad tale. The 
chief did everything in his power for 
her and endeavored last night to trace 
Gillett and his paramour and arrest 
them. 


This noon Captain Diehl and Lieu- 
tenant Wilkinson went to a Jackson 
train and arrested Gillett and the 
prostitute, who occupied a seat to- 
gether and were chatting pleasantly. 
They were taken to the calaboose where 
a reporter saw them. 
Gillett was at 
first uncommunicative but finally said 
that he didn't know the woman until 
he met her on the train. He denied 
his wife's charges in toto, and said 
he was bound for a small town to 
play at a dance. In proof he pointed 
to his violin case, which was with him. 
He claimed he was coming back to 
the city in a few days with a view to 
purchase Clutter's saloon on Main 
street, negotiations for which were 
pending. He said he could secure 
all the bail he wanted. Gillett claims 
that he intended to live with his wife, 
but the present aspect of affairs might 
cause him to reconsider. 


Tlie female, a cross-eyed and gen- 
erally unprepossessing dame, tossed 
her bead loftily at the reporter's in- 
quiry as to who she was and said: 
*<My name, sir, is Nellie MiUer, and I 
am from the south. I don't see why

NOT A SAFE GAME. 


How Dr. Depeller, a Specialist, 
Expected to 
Make 
Forty 
Dollars for Nothing by 
Ordering a Die- 
bold Safe. 


Some months ago Dr. Rudolph 
Depellet, the specialist of Columbia 
street, met in a saloon the traveling 
representative for the Diebold Safe 
company of Chicago. Over several 
rounds of bndge the doctor and the 
drummer formed a mutual admira- 
tion society, and the traTeling man 
waxed bold to try to sell the gentle- 
man of pills and selves a safe. Dr. 
Depeller at first hesitated, but the 
agent waa peisistent and entreated 
the doctor to buy, stating that he was 
about to leave the house and wanted 
to send in a big batch of orders, so as 
to be able to draw his commissions in 
advance. He offered many induce- 
ments of time, and finally Depeller 
ordered a $100 safe, which duly ar- 
rived. 


Dr. Depeller had no use for the safe 
unless to keep hia mercurial ointments 
therein and with finger on nose cogi- 
tated. A bright idea struck him and 
not waiting to recover from its force, 
he sought Billy Lindemaun, the East 
Berry street saloon keeper, to whom 
he offered as a bargain a $100 safe for 
$40. 
Mr. Lindemann had not then 
the exact amount but ordered the safe 
sent to hii« place from the depot, pay- 
ing the expenses of such transporta- 
tion himself. He then asked the doc- 
tor to see the papers of sals and 
discovered a chattel mortgage attached 
thereto. Billy thereupon declined to 
complete the transaction. Meanwhile, 
the safe firm learning of Depeller's 
financial standing instructed their 
attorneys, Withers & Breen, to fore 
close the mor .^age and seiza the safe 
which was done thia morning and it 
was forwarded 
to Chicago.

Lindemann was recompensed for his 
expenses in moving the safe from the 
depot and the specialist thinks buying 
safes for nothing in order to speculate 
is not a safe transaction, whereby to 
raise the wind.
